REcent Disc 'VERIES AS TO WHETHER THE MOON 13 
IxpaniTsp.—it has long been known tost the mono re 
vulves on Rs axis in the same time in which tt revolves 
round the earth, ond that 1t consequeutly always presents 
nearly the same side towards the earth, while the opposite 
vide is never seen from our globe. No bodies of water gor 
¢’ouds cn be seen on the moon by the aid ot the most pow- 
erful teleseag2, nor is tho apparent direstion of stara close 
to its edge changed by retraction, as would te the casa if 
an g'mesphere enveloped the moon. Hence it has been 
‘uferred by Whewell, the reputed author of a late work, 
entitled © Of Plarolity of Worlds,” that the moon hos no 
atmosphere or water, and, consequently, no inhabitants, 
This interfercnce ia shown to ba inconclusive by o recent 
discovery uf the astronomer Hansel, whoss study of the 
moon's motion, continued tor many years, hes eatablished 
tne fact that the centre of gravity of the moon, instead of 
being like that of the earth, at tne centre of figure, is be- 
youd that cevtre, ard farther irom the side next to the 
earth than it is from the other side, by seventy foar miles. 
Tre gearer aido ot the mocan, therefore, i9 a o” «expanded 
pr tuberance or m untam, -veventy four mues high; and 
any fuid, whether ar or water, would flow downworca 
from the nearer to the ferther side of the mom where, fer 
anght that ve beov, iatelhgent hving beings mey exist 
Toe nearer side of tne moon cannot be inhabited, at least 
by beings to whose existence air sud water sru essential, 
as fs the cas3 with all terreatial animals. Tuo tate cele- 
brated mathematician, Gauss, proposed a3 8 mears vf gate 
tiog the question, whether the moon is Ishobdited, that g 
buge monument shonid be erected on tho cteppes of Siberia, 
as a oignal tothe inhabitants of tha moon, in the bopo 
that they might bs induced to erecta similar signo: to np- 
prise us of their exmtence. The discavyery of Hansel shows 


} that such on experiment conid ba nttended with no sne- 


cess, inasmach os the inhabitants of the moon, if there oro 
any, baing on the farther side, coald never sca a monoment 
on the earth. 

Tt may vos bo unisteresting to add, that it b29 been dis- 
covered, within s few years, by means of lang continued, 
boarly observations with tha 3rometer, thot tho meon 
exerts on appreciable inflaence on tha pressure of tha at 
mogphoze , and alco by meagg of long-continacd magratic 
oyservatians, thot itexerta on °.fluones ea the deciizotion 
of tho mogrstis ncedle— Pesta Courter.
